COLLEGE WHO IS CURRENTLY BASED IN BRUSSELS FOR A RE- 
SEARCH PROJECT ON ZAIRE. WEISS WAS CALLING ON BEHALF 
OF BELGIAN POLITICAL SCIENTIST BENOIT VERHAGEN WHO IS 
WELL KNOWN FOR HIS RESEARCH AND SCHOLARLY PUBLICATIONS 
ON ZAIRE. VERHAGEN HAS BEEN ASKED BY STANFORD 
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UNIVERSITY REPRESENTATIVES (WHO WERE NOT NAMED) TO 
INTERVENE IN THE TANZANIAN KIDNAPING CASE AND GO TO 
BARAKA IN EASTERN ZAIRE TO NEGOTIATE WITH THE KIDNAPERS. 
VERHAGEN HAD APPARENTLY BEEN ASKED TO TAKE ON THIS

ON MOBUTU’S INTENTIONS IN THIS MATTER? IS MOBUTU
